SS A MONTH INCREASE 


The school code amended so aa to 
permit second class districts to retain 
present beards of control 
if they so 
elect, and changed In a number of 
other particulars was repot ted to the 
Senate Tuesday night aa amended. The 
change in second clam districts la the 
most important of the amendments 
made. 
It allows school 
boards in 
such districts to decide whether they 
will accept the cele and gives electors 
of tho district right to vote on the 
question of retention upon petition of 
ten lier cent, of the number of voters 
in case the board refuses to act. 
Another important amendment was 
for an increase from $50 to $55 in the 
minimum salary lim it for teachers 
bolding state normal school certifi­ 
cates and from $40 to $45 as the m ini­ 
mum for those holding provisional 
certificate*. 
This will mean an in- 
crease of $1, HOO.OOO in the two years 
state appropriation tor mlariea. 
It 
wa* inserted at the instance of Charles 
A. Snyder, Schuylkill, who also se­ 
cured an amendment to require play 
grounds aliout all 
buildings to be 
erected in the future. 
Minority representation 
in school 
Ixia rd* of second, 
third and fourth 
class districts is abolished as are 
in ­ 
dependent districts.

VANDERBILT MAY 
BE AMBASSADOR 


Cornelias Being Considered For 
Post at Berlin. 


Washington, April 19.—That Cor­ 
nelius Vanderbilt may be appointed 
ambassador to Germany in place of 
Dr. David Jayne Hill, whose resigna­ 
tion from that post is to take effect 
July I, I* the news that reaches Wash­ 
ington via Berlin. 
Mr. Vanderbilt is known to l>e very 
popular in Germany, and on the oc­ 
casion of his visit to Kiel in 1904 the

MANY NOTABLES PRESENT 


Monument to Nameless French Sol­ 
diers and Sailors Who Were Killed 
In 1781 Unveiled at Annapolis. 


Annapolis, Md., April 19.—In mem­ 
ory of the French soldiers and sailors, 
who gained no Individual fame like 
the Marquise de lafayette, the Count 
Rochambeau or Baron Steuben, but 
who helped the thirteen colonies to 
gain their liberty, a statue was un­ 
veiled 
here in the 
grounds of St. 
John’s college. 
The President and Mrs. Taft, Am­ 
bassador Jussi rand, of France; Secre­ 
tary of W ar Dickinson and Secretary 
of the Navy R eyer were among those 
who witnessed ti e ceremonies. 
The president an I the French am­ 
bassador 
spoke in memory of the 
brave deeds of the unknown men who 
He burled beneath the shaft, and Miss 
Amelie de Pan Fowler, a descendant 
of the Count de Grasse, and the Count 
de Chambrun, attache of the French 
embassy 
and a descendant of 
the 
Marquise de lafayette, 
pulled 
the 
cords that drew Lack the flags from 
across the statue's face, while the 
student band played the Marsellaise. 
President Taft spoke In praise of 
the unknown men, and Ambassador 
Jusser&nd 
eulogized them for their 
willingness and eagerness to cross a 
sea to fight under an alien flag, in a 
cause then uncertain, all for the prin­ 
ciple of liberty. 
Lafayette anti Rochambeau and oth­ 
er French generals, the president said, 
were “with us so much in the strug­ 
gle” for independence that we almost 
forget they are 
Frenchmen, 
“But 
here,” said the president, "where the 
men whose memory we celebrate are 
unknown to us by name, the very Im­ 
personality of the occasion makes it 
distinctly the gratitude of a nation to 
a nation.” 
Following the unveiling the presi­ 
dent reviewed the brigade of naval 
cadets. 
The monument is a simple shaft of 
pink granite, thirteen feet high. 
On 
a bronze entablature Is shown in also 
relievo sorrowing 
Memory, crowned 
with the olive leaves of peace and 
leaning upon her victorious shield, 
watching the departure of a small 
group of marching soldiers. 
Above the heads of the marchers I 
banners are flying in the wind, and 
in the background are seen the spars 
of vessels. In the foreground are two 
small grave stones, one inscribed "lei 
git un solfia* «le la France,” and the 
other "lei git un rnarin de la France" 
(here lies a soldier, here lies a sailor 
of France). 
The exact spot for the memorial 
was chosen only after painstaking re 
search. It has been impossible to dis 
cover the names of the dead, or even 
their exact number. It is only known 
that alive they defended the field and 
dead they still boid it.

How I Became an 
Archaeologist

When I WM a boy aud studied Latin 
I read stories about ancient Rome that 
gave me an unconquerable desire to 
see the Eternal City. I wished to visit 
the chasm, or at least the place where 
It was. Into which Quintus Curtius 
leaped on horseback, the remaining pil­ 
lars of the temple erected to the two 
beautiful strangers. Castor and Pol­ 
lux, who watered their horses In the 
forum after the battle of Lake Regulus. 
arid 1 he bridge that Horatius defended 
so valiantly. 
There was no pros|>eot 
of my ever visiting Italy, for I had 
not the means even to take un? to col­ 
lege. 
But I was a good deal of a dreamer. 
aud, my fancy getting fixed on my ob­ 
ject. I couldn’t turn it upon anything 
else. The only practical result was a 
resolve to “save up,” us children put 
It with a view to getting enough mon­ 
ey to take me to Rome, keep me there 
long enough to get a hurried view of 
what I wished to see and bring me 
back to America. 
By the time I was eighteen years 
ok! I bad acquired this am ount I sup 
pose I should have spout It In starting 
me upon a college education, but I did 
not I bought a second cIass ticket oil 
a ship crossing the Atlantic and pro­ 
ceeding through the Mediterranean to 
Naples. 
I remained at Naples long 
enough to visit Pompeii, then went by 
rail to Rome. 
At first I was disappointed In getting 
into a modern commercial city, but 
when I struck some of the landmarks 
of ancient Rome—the Pantheon, the 
arches of Constantine and Titus, the 
Coliseum—I was not long in forgetting 
the modem In my rapture over the an 
dent. 
When I bod exhausted Rome 
itself I was seized with a desire to 
visit its environs. 
I had read of the 
Campagna as It was when covered 
with farms and villas. 
But by the time I had seen Rome It­ 
self my money was all gone. I hadn't 
enough even to buy a return trip ticket 
to America. 
I was stranded In a for 
eign country. 
What could 
I 
do! 
What did I do? I followed the genius 
of archaeology that was strong Within 
me. 
Reading a notice In a newspaper 
that an excavating party was to make 
a search for the ruins of a certain villa 
tome fifty miles from the city. I hired 
my self as a digger to the archaeologist 
in charge, went with bim aud dug with 
the rest. 
In bls reading he had bit 
ufion a desert 1 it Ion of the site. tait 
could only confirm his views by bur­ 
rowing lu the ground. In other words, 
he must hunt for that for which be 
was looking. 
We dug three days, at the end of 
which time my employer gave up the 
search. 
During this time I (tut in my 
•(•ade here and there on my own ac­ 
count. with no result. 
When the par 
ty went hack to Rome I uskcd for my 
{my. a few lira. and they returned 
without me. 
I bad seen a stone pro­ 
jecting from the soli at some distance 
from where we were digging that seem 
ed to me to have been artificially shap 
ed, and I wished to Investigate it. 
Aa aeon as the (tarty were gone I 
began to dig about this stotie. I found 
that it rested on another, to which ll 
was fixed by mortar. 
This In turn 
rested ou another. 
Then I came to u 
wall. 
I followed the wall for a dozen 
feet and came to no angle. 
The top 
of the wall was five or six feet from 
the surface, and I waa not likely to 
Aud anything of value at a less depth. 
I dug all day, and as the evening was 
coming on, some ten feet Indow the 
surface, my spade struck something 
hard. I shuddered, for by this time I 
knew that I was liable to ruin a trews 
ure. 
These villas were ornamented 
with statue*—some of them very beau­ 
tiful—And every year they are found 
I had with me a scoop and. throwing 
down my spade, began to dig ntiout 
the hard substance with the smaller 
Implement. 
It was round. 
In a few 
minutes I uncovered a marble bead

of a bishop coadjutor will come as a 
surprise to many in his diocese.

those, however, who have known for 
some time past tile state of his health 
it will be no surprise 
Despite his Im 
paired physical condition, the bishop 
has heroically st (Mid at his post, and 
since last October, when he resumed 
his duties, atter a year’s absence in 
Europe for the benefit of his health. 
he has not missed a single episcopal 
appointment. 
Received W ith Interest. 
The long-looked for announcement 
from the bishop as to just what kind 
of Episcopal assistants he will ask for 
at the coming convention will lie re­ 
ceived with the greatest interest in 
Episcopalian circles. 
Until no"* it 
was not known whether he desiicv a 
bishop-coadjutor, or a suffragan bish­ 
op, or both, or two suffragans.

Rebels Evacuate Agua Prieta. 
Agua Frieta, Me*., April 19.—It was 
evident from the appearance of the 
Agua Frieta streets when the federals 
entered after the rebels had sHeatly 
stolen out after the raking fire poured 
into the town, had been more effective 
than the rebels admitted. 
Fifty bodies were found lying in the 
streets, buildings were perforated and 
many adobe residences were shelter­ 
ing wounded non-combatants, includ­ 
ing several women and children. 
Fart of the insurrecto garrison was 
scattered in the abandonment of the 
town. Throwing away their guns and 
leaving their horses, they fled in dis- ' 
order in different directions. The prin­ 
cipal portion of the rebel command, 
however, retired in good order toward 
the mountains south of the city. Two 
insurrecto 
commanders, 
Balazario 
Garcia and Colonel Medina, deserted 
their men and fled ac ross the border, 
where they surrendered to the Amer­ 
ican troops. 
The actual casualties of the battle 
can only be estimated, but the federal 
loss was given out as five killed and 
twenty-one wounded and the rebels as 
eight killed and four wounded. It is 
certain that the complete casualties 
far exceeds this total. The ports of 
Douglas and Agua Frieta, which has 
been c losed, were reopened. 
The victorious federal force which 
occupied the town 
numbered at>out 
1200 men. Lieutenant Colonel Reynal­ 
do Diaz, nephew of President Diaz, 
was In supreme command. Under him 
were Major Luis Medina Barron, of 
the rurales, and Commandant Fran­ 
cisco Chiapa, formerly prefect of the 
town of Montezuma. 
The federals declined the assistance 
of the Red Cross, stating 
that 
the 
army would care for its own wounded. 
The correspondent passing in the 
streets of Agua Frieta saw a few bod­ 
ies of rebels lying in the streets. At 
the bull ring there were everywhere 
evidences of Monday's 
fighting and 
ample signs that the federals had ac­ 
curate Information of the strongholds 
occupied by the rebel forces. The main 
! towers at the bull ring entrance were 
literally shot into sieves. Thousands 
of bullets pierced them. For a time 
the machine guns poured steadily into 
these towers and over the tops of the 
adobe wails, from which the garrison 
was firing. 
In the west of the bull ring were 
two bodies. One was that of an Ameri- 
can. At the entrance to the first story 
of the tower was a rivulet of drying 
blood which poured out through the 
doorway and into the dust of the bull 
ring 
The citizens of Douglas felt much 
relieved over the federal occupation 
of Agua Prieta. They had expec ted a 
continuance of the bombardment and 
feared heavy casualties on the Ameri­ 
can side of the line.

DEFICIT INSTEAD OF SURPLUS 


Government Receipts For A pril Show 
a Decided Failing Off. 
Washington, April 19.—Government 
finances have slipped back over the 
line from 
surplus to deficit. 
April, 
which began with a surplus for the 
first time in the fiscal year, now shows 
a deficit of some 14,000,000.

THE BIENNIAL FRUITING HABIT. 
That the tendency of m d t trees to 
bear every other year Is the result of 
an unconscious effort on the part of 
the tree to adjust itself to Its own ca­ 
pacity to produce and to the stores of 
fertility in the soil and not to a fixed 
biennial fruiting habit Is a view’ which 
is now held by a nu Jiber of orchardists 
who have had opp* .tuulty to do some 
experim enting aion * I :1s line on their 
ow a account. One wl i whom we had 
opportunity for an exeh tnge of ideas 
recently stated that for a num ber of 
years he supposed that this tendency 
of trees to bear ever)' other year was 
fixed and that there was no way in 
which he could get around It. 
But he 
decided to tuke a block of m ature bear­ 
ing trees and test the thing out for 
himself. 
Ile gave the soil under those 
tre«*s a good dressing of barnyard m a­ 
nure, follow ed this with clover, thinned 
the apples to a m oderate num ber of 
trees which carried an overload and 
sum m er pruned—lf at all. The results 
were all that he could ask. 
He found 
that instead o f fruiting every other 
year the trees thus handled bore gmsl 
crops annually. 
In other Instances 
which have liven noted the same truth 
has IKM*n dem onstrated that trees will 
hear annually if the soil is renewed 
with proper fertilizers and if the trees 
are not allowed to set aitch an amount 
of fruit as will exhaust them und re 
quire the following season for recu 
I iteration. While under conditions which 
usually prevail tills biennial fruiting 
habit is noticeable to a certain extent 
iii a number of wild and tam e tree 
fruits, it Is particularly true of the 
apple. 
The orchardist who has some­ 
how got the Idea that Just because his 
: trees were deep issued they didn't 
I need fertilizing and has lo*en putting 
! up with this alternate bearing habit as 
a natural law which he couldn't get 
around may derive some lieneflt from 
the Instances narrated above. 
Apples 
take considerable am ounts of fertiliz­ 
ing elements from the soil, and It fol­ 
lows that if fruit is to la* picked year 
after year these elem ents must as reg­ 
ularly la* returned in the simile of for 
M isers.

What Spoils Winter Butter. 
There is more isMir butter made dur 
itig the w inter tint ii during the sum ­ 
mer, although tin* natural conditions 
are more favorable. 
Poor butter in 
the w inter is due largely to the fact 
that the cream is kept too long and not 
sufficient attention bi given to its k«***p 
mg and rimming. 
At this time of year the dairy cows 
•ire well advanced in their lactation 
fwriods and many of them are dry. 
As a result only a relatively small 
quantity of butter is made. 
In order 
to avoid small or frequent churuinga 
the butterm aker often attem pts to 
keep the cream too long, and even 
while It is being saved does not keep 
it properly mixed. 
It takes on an old 
taste and im parts the flavor to the 
butter. One of the first precautions to 
insure good butter in the w inter is to 
avoid keeping the cream too long, even 
though a small quantity m ust be 
churned at a JI line. 
If proper care is 
taken of the cream it may lie kept a 
week, but for liest results no longer 
than that. 
Another requirem ent is to keep it 
thoroughly mixed, both while it is be­ 
ing saved and during its ripening proc­ 
ess.—Farm a ml Fireside.

Scott of Copake aud 
Charles G. McLouth of Manchester, dc 
cided to send a letter to the 700 
granges of the state, representing a 
combined membership of nearly IOO, 
OOO. urging them to ask boards of su­ 
pervisors to investigate the question 
«*f building tuberculosis hospitals.

• ara for tuberculosis patients In the 
homes and to popularize the county 
hospitals.
